Members of a south Edmon¬ 
ton community league are 
brainstorming ways to solve 
the suburbs’ lack of infra¬ 
structure, working with the 
public-school board to pitch a 
multi-use space for the area’s 
proposed school site. 

With a new school slated 
to open in Heritage Valley for 
September 2016, members 
of the Blackmud Creek Com¬ 
munity League have met with 
city officials, EPSB planners 
and MLAs to lobby for a one- 
of-a-kind space attached to 
the building that could be ac¬ 
cessed by the community. 

Former Blackmud league 
president Gil Rueclc said the 
idea of a multi-use space has 


been four years in the making. 

“The biggest advantage is 
it’s shared space and the high¬ 
er utilization of space, so it’s 
not only used during school 
time,” said Rueclc. 

The league is putting a call 
out to a number of partners to 
join in the planning, includ¬ 
ing the public library and city 
recreation centres. 

“That’s the important 
thing: to have the shared 
space designed in so you can 
lock sections of the school 
off to have the rest open for 
multi-use,” he added. 

By partnering in the early 
planning stages, Rueclc said 
organizers could eliminate a 
number of potential costs in 
the future for retrofitting the 
space for certain users. 

While the plan is still in its 


early stages — Rueclc stresses 
nothing is for sure — EPSB 
trustee Nathan Ip said the pro¬ 
ject is an innovative way to 
answer a common concern in 
the city’s sprawling suburbs. 

“There’s a recognition that 
we need to work collabora¬ 
tively rather than working in 
silos, because at the end of the 
day we’re all working for the 
community,” said Ip. 

“We may have different 
responsibilities within each 
jurisdiction but at the end of 
the day we’re supporting com¬ 
munity and kids.” 

Ip said the group is cur¬ 
rently faced with certain city 
technicalities, specifically the 
restrictions on municipal re¬ 
serve land, which sets limita¬ 
tions on what can be built on 
green space.

working in hospitals and the 
hospitality industry can get 
home more cheaply than if 
taking a cab. 

Although there are defin¬ 
ite benefits to late-night tran¬ 
sit, including alleviating some 


of the pressure from cab driv¬ 
ers in the city, president of 
the Edmonton Cab Associa¬ 
tion Balraj Mahnas still thinks 
there’s more opportunity for 
the services to be comple- 
mentaiy to one another. 

“If the city allows cabs to 
set up at transit centres, it 
will be easy for the customer 
to get off the bus and hop 
into a cab to get home. That 
will ease some pressure off of 
areas like Whyte Avenue,” he 
said.

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Galleria project pushes forward 


U of A, Planning 
continues, but 
province yet to make a 
funding commitment

Edmonton’s proposed Gal¬ 
leria project is pushing 
ahead with new rendering 
and demolition work de¬ 
spite outstanding funding 
questions about the project. 

The backers of the pro¬ 
posed centre, planning for 
theatres and space for the 
University of Alberta’s arts 
faculty, released new ren¬ 
derings on Tuesday. 

While the university is in 
full support of the project, it 
needs the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s backing and so far 
the province has been non¬ 
committal. 

Spokesman Godfrey Huy- 
bregts said the project group 
is confident that money will 
come. 

“We have always moved

forward on the development 
with the understanding that 
we will get the support of 
the government of Alberta 
to support the U of A’s 
lease,” he said. 

Huybregts said members 
of the centre’s foundation 
have talked with provincial 
officials and are hopeful, 
but understand the project 
is ultimately in the govern¬ 
ment’s hands. 

“It isn’t our call to deter¬ 
mine when they will make a 
public statement about what 
support they’re prepared to 
provide,” he said. 

The group also plans to 
demolish the West Annex, 


a building on the north side 
of the site near the Epcor 
Tower. Huybregts said the 
building is a leftover from 
when passenger trains ar¬ 
rived downtown, but is now 
simply a home for pigeons. 

“It benefits us in terms 
of clearing the way for de¬ 
velopment in that corner, 
but it’s also getting rid of a 
building that is becoming 
pretty decrepit,” he said. 

The city has also started 
consultations on the project 
with neighbourhood groups. 
Scott Sembalulc, the city’s 
lead on the project, said it 
just wants to update people 
on the progress so far. 

“It’s just at a very, very 
high level,” he said. 

Council will be getting 
more information on the 
project early in 2015 and 
Sembalulc said the the city 
wants to keep everyone on 
the same page. 

“What we’re trying to 
do is line up so that if we 
have something go before 
council then, of course, the 
community and the public 
are going to want to know 
more.”

Company CEO Leon Zupan

“The area that made the 
most sense for us, that con¬ 
tributed to our business, to 
our employees’ well-being 
and to our bottom line, was 
to stay right here in down¬ 
town Edmonton,” he said. 

He said in 2012 alone the 
company added 1,500 em¬ 
ployees and they will need 
more space as they keep 
growing. 

“We have been at home 


in downtown Edmonton for 
over 60 years and we’re going 
to continue to make this our 
home for another 60 years,” 
he said. 

Developer John Day said 
he’s excited to have a ten¬ 
ant for the building, but 
also pleased to be able to re¬ 
store the history of the Kelly 
Ramsey building. 

“Great care and attention 
has been paid to make sure the 
facade will be put back togeth¬ 
er brick by brick,” he said. 


Mayor Don Iveson said he 
was pleased Enbridge was go¬ 
ing to stay in the city. 

“It’s a great sigh of relief 
that you are going to be doub¬ 
ling down,” he said. 

He said the announce¬ 
ment was another good sign 
for the rebirth of the city’s 
downtown. 

“Downtown is coming 
back alive in a way that we 
haven’t seen since the early 
1980s.”

Edmonton fourth city in 
Canada to have special 
cooler on board 


Edmonton’s STARS air ambu¬ 
lance will now be stocked up 
on a lifesaving resource, opting 
to carry units of blood on board 
at all times when responding to 
medical missions. 

Now the fourth city in Can¬ 
ada to keep blood on board, Ed¬ 
monton’s STARS base director 
Corinne Edwards said having 
blood handy for in-air trans¬ 
fusions will make a huge differ¬ 
ence to patients. 

In the past, STARS would 
typically make a pit stop at an 


area hospital for blood before 
heading to an incident site or 
even sometimes make a judg¬ 
ment call to go without. 

“It’s not the most ideal situa¬ 
tion where you know that hav¬ 
ing blood could have helped a 
patient and you didn’t have it,” 
said Edwards. 

Now, thanks to a special 
cooler designed by the U.S. 
militaiy, STARS crews will have 
two units of type 0 blood to ad¬ 
minister when needed. 

Alberta Health Services 
medical director of transfusion 
medicine, Susan Nahimiak, 
said the initiative between 
STARS, AHS and Canadian 
Blood Services took almost two 
years of planning before the 
blood could be maintained in 
the air ambulance.

Edmonton is the fourth city to carry 
blood in STARS helicopters, after Regina, 
Saskatchewan and Calgary. 

“The one thing that is al¬ 
ways a concern when you have 
blood readily available is, (is) it 
going to be used inappropriate 
ly,” Nahimiak said. 

Crews will now have a Credo 
cooler on board that they can 
access if necessary.

Premier Jim Prentice 
says low oil prices 
punch $6B-$7B hole in 
provincial budget 


Premier Jim Prentice says if oil 
prices continue to remain low, 
they will blow a $6 billion to $7 
billion hole in the $40-billion 
provincial budget and no Alber¬ 
tan will be spared the pain. 

“A return to extremely vola¬ 
tile energy prices has created 
conditions that we cannot ig¬ 
nore,” Prentice said Tuesday 
in a speech to the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“Tough choices are going to 
have to be made and they will 
be made.” 

Prentice was reacting to the 
price of oil that was around 
the $100 US barrel mark in the 
summer but has since fallen 
to the mid- to low-$60 range 
this week due to a supply glut 
caused by OPEC and increased 
production in the United States. 

The price trough forced the 
province last month to revise 
its revenue forecasts for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year from a surplus 
of $l.l-billion to $933 million. 

The province forecast oil at 
$95 US a barrel in the spring

budget, but last month revised 
that to $75 a barrel. 

Prentice has promised to 
keep the operating side of the 
budget balanced, but when 
asked later by reporters if that 
balance is in jeopardy, he said, 
“It remains to be seen. 

“Clearly it makes it more 
challenging to balance the 
budget even in this fiscal year, 
let alone the fiscal year that 
we’re facing,” said Prentice. 

Prentice has been mak¬ 
ing similar speeches in recent 
weeks, warning of “prudence” 
and “consequences” with low 
oil prices, the key driver of Al¬ 
berta’s economy. 

He reiterated Tuesday his 
plan to look for in-house sav¬ 
ings while keeping the rate 
of future spending increases 
below the benchmark level 
of inflation plus population

The official Opposition pointed 
to a new U.S. report that dis¬ 
credits torture in renewing a 
call for the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment to rescind its informa¬ 
tion-sharing policy. 

The long-anticipated U.S. 
Senate intelligence committee 
report concludes the Central 
Intelligence Agency’s use of 
simulated drowning, confine¬ 
ment in small spaces, sleep dep¬ 
rivation and threats of violence 
against family members did 
not yield valuable information 
in the post-9/11 fight against 
terrorism.

to be drawn from the Amer¬ 
ican report is simple: Torture 
doesn’t work. However, Julian 
pointed out, the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment has issued directives 
to several police and security 
agencies allowing them to use 
and share information derived 
using brutal methods. 

The instructions give five 
federal agencies — the Can¬ 
adian Security Intelligence Ser¬ 
vice, the RCMP, the militaiy, 
Canada Border Services and 
the Communications Security 
Establishment — the go-ahead 
to exchange information with 
a foreign partner even when 


doing so may give rise to a sub¬ 
stantial risk of torture. 

The Canadian policy has 
drawn criticism from human 
rights advocates and opposition 
MPs who say it effectively con¬ 
dones torture. 

The federal framework says 
when there is a “substantial 
risk” that sending information 
to — or soliciting information 
from — a foreign agency would 
result in torture, the respon¬ 
sible deputy minister or agency 
head should be consulted. 

In deciding what to do, the 
agency head is supposed to con¬ 
sider factors such as the threat 
to national security and the 
nature and imminence of the 
threat; the status of Canada’s 
relationship with — and the 
human rights record of — the 
foreign agency; and the ration¬ 
ale for believing that sharing 
the information would lead to

Dance teacher recalls last 
meeting with slain actress 


The former dance teacher 
of a Vancouver-born actress 
slain in an apparent murder- 
suicide says the U.S. tele¬ 
vision star once reassured 
her that her fiance was a 
nice guy. 

Rachael Poirier says she 
asked Stephanie Moseley 
about her engagement ring

Los Angeles.

Class-action lawsuit in B.C. Veterans 
charter a ‘Liberal policy,’ Harper says 


The new veterans charter, 
a marquee deal defended 
and championed by Stephen 
Harper’s Conservatives since 
2006, suddenly became a “Lib¬ 
eral policy” Tuesday as the 
government weathered more 
demands for Julian Fantino’s 
resignation. 

The veterans affairs minis¬ 
ter, who was on his feet con¬ 
stantly during the previous 
day’s question period, rose 
infrequently on Tuesday in the 
face of an unrelenting barrage 
of NDP and Liberal attacks. 

Instead, he was defended 



by Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, who tried to put some 
political distance between his 
government and a class-action 
lawsuit in B.C. that argues the 


charter is unconstitutional and 
discriminatoiy against modem 
veterans. 

“It’s actually a court case 
against the previous Liberal 
policy,” Harper told the House, 
prompting catcalls of “shame” 
from the opposition benches. 

The charter was conceived 
and passed by Paul Martin’s 
Liberals with the support 
of all parties. It was put into 
force by Harper’s Conserva¬ 
tives as one of their first acts 
after forming a minority gov¬ 
ernment in 2006.

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U.S. brutalized suspects for no 
gain in security: Torture report 


Misleading. Senate 
committee says CIA 
deceived U.S. about 
methods' effectiveness 


The United States brutalized 
scores of terror suspects with 
interrogation tactics that 
turned secret Central Intel¬ 
ligence Agency prisons into 
chambers of suffering and did 
nothing to make America safer 
after the Sept. 11,2001, attacks, 
Senate investigators concluded 
Tuesday. 

The Senate Intelligence 
Committee’s torture report, 
years in the making, accused 
the CIA of misleading its pol¬ 
itical masters about what it 
was doing with its “black site” 
captives and deceiving the na¬ 
tion about the effectiveness of 
its techniques. The report was 
the first public accounting of 
tactics employed after the Sept. 


11, 2001, terrorist attacks, and 
it described far harsher actions 
than had been widely known. 

Tactics included confine¬ 
ment to small boxes, weeks of 
sleep deprivation, simulated 
drowning, slapping and slam¬ 
ming, and threats to kill, harm 
or sexually abuse families of 
the captives. 

But the “enhanced interro¬ 
gation techniques” didn’t pro¬ 
duce the results that really mat¬ 
tered, the report asserts in its 
most controversial conclusion. 
It cites CIA cables, emails and 
interview transcripts to rebut 
the central justification for tor¬ 
ture — that it thwarted terror 
plots and saved American lives. 

In a statement, CIA Director 
John Brennan said the agency 
made mistakes and has learn¬ 
ed from them. But he also as¬ 
serted the coercive techniques 
“did produce intelligence that 
helped thwart attack plans, cap¬ 
ture terrorists and save lives.”

Price Transparency 
Act.

The federal government has 
announced new legislation 
that is meant to tackle the 
persistent price gap between 
goods in the U.S. and Canada. 

The Price Transparency Act, 
tabled in Ottawa Tuesday, is de¬ 
signed to “name and shame” 
manufacturers and distribu¬ 
tors that demand higher prices 
for goods in Canada, Industry 
Minister James Moore said. 

“This legislation will not 
set or regulate prices in Can¬ 
ada,” he told reporters at a 
news conference held at a Toys 
R Us store in Etobicoke. 

The announcement fol¬ 
lows through on a commit¬ 
ment the government made 
in its 2014 budget, following 


a Senate investigation into the 
reasons for the U.S.-Canada 
pricing gap. 

The legislation would give 
the federal Competition Com¬ 
missioner the power to collect 
evidence on so-called cross- 
border price gouging and pub¬ 
licly report its findings. 

The commissioner would 
get tools to investigate cases 
of alleged price discrimina¬ 
tion and the power to compel 
the production of evidence to 
expose discriminatoiy pricing 
practices. 

“We think this is an ef¬ 
fective tool” that will result in 
“immediate downward pres¬ 
sure on prices,” Moore said. 
“We believe those who are en¬ 
gaging in this practice ... will 
abandon it.” 

While there are some legit¬ 
imate cost differences between 
selling U.S. and Canadian 
goods a, studies have shown 
that Canadians routinely pay 
between 10 and 25 per cent 
more than U.S. shoppers for 
television sets, cars and tires.

She said it was an over¬ 
sight that no one at Hall¬ 
mark noticed that inter¬ 
secting lines in the paper 
could be seen as a swastika 
pattern.

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More than just books: Why libraries empower us all 


Sweeping away that old dusty image

Take a look at our libraries, 
and you can read us like a 
book. Mention public services, 
and the mind leaps to health¬ 
care or police, or maybe 
garbage collection, transit 
or road repairs. Mention a 
library, and many people 
will think of a dusty building 
filled with endless shelves 
of battered tomes. They’d be 
wrong, at least nowadays. 

But library services need to 
be at the forefront of modern 
public services, sweeping away 


that dusty old image, and 
here’s why. Libraries are far 
more important than many 
people think. They unlock our 
potential to learn, and modern 
times have seen them branch 
out to far more than just books. 

In Toronto, for example, 
public library staff report that 
72 per cent of citizens visited a 
library within the past year, 
with individual “uses”—and 
that’s in every imaginable way 
—hitting almost 97 million in 
2013. Interestingly, the city’s 
engagement with paper books 
has been dropping steadily. In 
the decade to 2013, use of col¬ 
lections in-person at libraries 


dropped by 27.3 per cent. But 
the use of electronic collec¬ 
tions, including e-books, doub¬ 
led in 2011, then 2012 and again 
in 2013. They nowrepresent 10 
per cent of the circulation of 
books in Toronto’s libraries. 

The trend is not limited to 
big cities. In neighbourhoods 
across Canada, libraries are 
feeding the appetite for infor¬ 


mation in the information age. 

A library is still a way to 
find information, but you can 
also make connections, attend 
events, hear music, access the 
Internet and more. There are 
educational programs, art ex¬ 
hibits, reading clubs, talks and 
social gatherings. You can find 
3-D printers, toys and havens 
for newcomers, new mothers 


and the elderly. Canada spends 
more than $1 billion ayear on 
libraries from public funds, at 
different levels of government, 
and has done so every year 
since 2008-09, according to Sta¬ 
tistics Canada, and that shows 
the degree to which we value 
these institutions. 

Calgary’s building a beauti¬ 
ful new central library, at a cost 
of $245 million, with a four- 
storey central atrium and a 
huge skylight to shed light on 
the more than half a million 
books the place will hold when 
it’s completed in 2018. Hali¬ 
fax’s new central library, cost¬ 
ing more than $50 million, 


opens next week, and the ex¬ 
citement level is high. 

Investment in library servi¬ 
ces is a measure of a society, 
and Canada’s investment is in 
the future. With newcomers 
pouring in every year—in 
2013, this country welcomed 
more than 270,000 new 
permanent residents alone— 
the need to learn is greater 
than ever before. 

When the people of Canada 
improve themselves, Canada 
improves. So, as municipalities 
get ready to set their budgets 
for the coming year, they need 
to be kind to their libraries. 

It’s an investment in us all.

A year ago, Edmonton-born 
actress Olivia Cheng says 
she was familiar with Marco 
Polo as an Italian traveller 
“and I obviously knew about 
the swimming pool game, 
but that is about it.” 

Now, as the star of the 
new Netflix adventure ser¬ 
ies about Polo’s early years, 
she’s captivated by the story. 

“When I saw the first 
script I said, ‘Where’s the 
second script? Then the 
third, fourth, fifth...’” 

The handsome 10-episode 
season follows Polo’s travels 
on the Silk Road to the court 
of Mongolian emperor Kub¬ 
lai Kahn. 

It’s a study of political 
slculduggeiy, greed and sex¬ 
ual politics, 13th-century 
style. 

Imagine Game of Thrones 
with martial arts and an 
international cast headed by 
Rick The Fast and the Furi¬ 
ous Yune and Joan Chen and 
you get the idea. 

“All of my stuff was 
shot in studio in Malaysia,” 
says Cheng, who spent five 
months on location. 

“I’ve never had an op¬ 
portunity to immerse my¬ 
self so fully in a role and 
be able to focus like that. 


You’re almost in a cocoon or 
a bubble, where you are con¬ 
stantly thinking about the 
story, constantly thinking 
about the nuances. I would 
often walk from set to set 
watching different scenes. I 
just got to immerse myself 
in the world of Marco Polo 
and experience a cultural 
adventure that I’m really 
grateful for.” 

The actress, who also 
plays Linda Park on Arrow 
and The Flash, says the 
show’s elaborately tailored 
wardrobe helped her find 


the character of Mei Lin, a 
royal concubine and martial 
arts expert. 

“When you have the 
beautiful costumes, you are 
able to step into a world and 
suddenly it informs you,” 
she says. 

“That is a huge gift as an 
actor because a costume can 
make you move a certain 
way; you are in your body in 
a certain way because of the 
weight of the material. For 
me, I felt like it made me 
so much more graceful. You 
have to be, in order not to 


trip in those costumes.” 

But just as interesting as 
watching the world of Marco 
Polo being built was a scene 
where she tries to pull it all 
apart. 

“I can’t tell you how 
amazing it was to get to film 
White Moon — this epic 
fight scene with 200 extras 
all dressed in white,” she 
says.

Tis the season to pull out the Christmas lights, but if 
you’re in need of inspiration as to how to decorate your 
tree look no further than the world’s major cities, which 
have been busy trying to outdo one another with their 
festive displays for 2014. Brazil is a nation that knows 
how to put on a show and Christmas is the perfect excuse. 
Billed as the “largest floating Christmas tree in the world,” 
its stunning festive creation (pictured here) on the Rod¬ 
rigo de Freitas lake in Rio de Janeiro oozes holiday spirit. 

Meanwhile, the Shiodome shopping centre in Tokyo has 
outdone itself this year with the Canyon d’Azur, a stunning 
blue multi-tree creation fabricated from thousands of LED 
bulbs. 

Luxury department store Galeries Lafayette in Paris has 
taken a unique approach and turned the festive season on 
its head with its gorgeous upside-down tree, while things 
are more traditional in Washington DC, where Capitol Hill 
was lit up this week with the unveiling of a 27-metre-high 
glittering fir. 

The relatively mild Spanish weather hasn’t stopped 
Madrid from getting into the Christmas spirit with a 
lovely light show on the city’s Gran Via, while Berlin 
sets its annual towering Christmas tree at the famous 
Brandenburg Gate. 

London has gotten all nostalgic for childhood, with the 
city’s Legoland theme park unveiling an eight-metre-high 
Lego tree made from 300,000 toy bricks.

While Miami is still synonym¬ 
ous with “fim and sun,” it’s also 
evolved into a more cosmopol¬ 
itan destination over the past 
five years, with an emphasis on 
art and culture. 

“We’ve always had the 
excitement of South Beach 
and the waterfront cafes, but 
downtown Miami has become 
another great destination,” said 
Rolando Aedo, CMO and EVP 
with the Greater Miami Con¬ 
vention & Visitors Bureau. 

A few years ago, that was 
unheard of; the downtown 
core would empty out after the 
workday. Now it’s enjoying a 
renaissance, where you’ll see 
residents with baby strollers 
walking their dogs alongside 
some of the city’s best new 
restaurants, shops 



and museums. Downtown 
Miami’s Museum Park, for ex¬ 
ample, houses the new Perez 
Art Museum Miami (PAMM), de¬ 
signed by Herzog & de Meuron 
(the same architects that de¬ 
signed Beijing’s Bird’s Nest Sta¬ 
dium). 

Just north of the down¬ 
town core is the 
Wynwood 



Arts District, the epicentre of 
Miami’s creative community. 
Neglected warehouses and 
shuttered factories have been 
transformed into art galleries, 
performing arts spaces, antique 
shops and eclectic bars, and the 
area features one of the largest 
open-air street art installations 
in the world. 

“Practically eveiy build¬ 
ing has a mural by a street 
artist,” said Aedo. “They’re 
being commissioned by 
(budding owners) to wrap 


buildings in amazing street art.” 

These neighbourhoods — 
as well as Miami’s heritage 
neighbourhoods, such as Little 
Havana and Little Haiti — have 
become destinations unto 
themselves, he said. 

In Little Havana, visitors 
can stroll the sidewalks, have a 
shot of high-octane Cuban cof¬ 
fee and watch grumpy old men 
playing dominos. “It’s a truly 
authentic, organic experience,” 
said Aedo. And Little Haiti — 
which offers art galleries, eth¬ 


nic food and indie music — is 
a burgeoning centre for small 
independent businesses. 

The city has also been in¬ 
vesting in infrastructure that 
makes it easier for visitors to 
get around. It spent $8 billion 
to modernize its airport, which 
offers direct rail access to down¬ 
town Miami in 15 minutes, 
with free trolley and metro 
transit around the city. 

Miami curreantly has about 
45,000 hotel rooms and is add¬ 
ing an additional 8,000 rooms

over the next five years. The 
Thompson Miami Beach — 
where art deco meets modem 
Miami — recently opened its 
doors, and Hong Kong’s EAST 
brand is set to open its first U.S. 
property in Miami’s downtown 
financial district in 2015. 

But a visit to Miami would 
be remiss without taking in 
its iconic, art-deco hotels along 
South Beach. Back in the ’80s, 
these buildings sat empty and 
dilapidated. “We can trace our 
success (in the tourism indus¬ 
try) to the saving and restora¬ 
tion of those art-deco hotels,” 
said Aedo.

It’s hard to imagine in a coun- 
tiy known for wine that there 
are still areas that have not 
been invaded by the wine-lov¬ 
ing tourist. Nestled between 
Burgundy and Cotes du 
Rhone, you find Beaujolais. 
Beaujolais is a wine region 
recovering from a bad repu¬ 
tation due to bad Beaujolais 
Nouveau flooding the market 
in the late ’80s and early ’90s. 
I can assure you that there 
is much more to Beaujolais 
than the release of the Nou¬ 
veau. 

The celebration that takes 
place on the third Thursday 
in November to celebrate 
the release of Beaujolais Nou¬ 
veau is one reason to plan a 
visit to the group of villages 
that make up the Beaujo¬ 
lais region. Going in the fall 
just after harvest means you 
will have far fewer tourists 
in the area and booking ap¬ 
pointments at wineries will 
be easier. Going toward the 
end of November means that 
most of the hard work from 
harvest is finished and wine¬ 
makers will have some more 



time to sit down with you and 
share their wines. 

There are two types of 
wine you will find in Beaujo¬ 
lais: the traditional familiar 
red Beaujolais and Beaujo¬ 
lais Blanc. The red is made 
with the Gamay Noir grape. 
Gamay is fantastic because it 
is versatile with all kinds of 
food. 

Beaujolais Blanc is made 


from Chardonnay. It makes 
up a very small part of the 
total production of wines in 
the region but it seems that 
every wineiy has one section 
of the vineyard reserved for 
their Chardonnay. Tasting 
Beaujolais Blanc will make 
you feel like you are part of 
a secret club because it isn’t 
well known outside of Beau¬ 
jolais — even to other people 


in France. 

Only 54 kilometres away, 
Lyon is the gastronomy cap¬ 
ital of France. 

Home to several Michelin- 
star restaurants and a perfect 
marriage of old and modern 
architecture, you may want 
to consider staying in the city 
for a day or two. While you 
are in the city, make sure you 
check out a Bouchon Lyon¬ 


nais where you can expect to 
find traditional dishes such as 
Quenelle (fish dumpling) and 
sausages served with a French 
flair. The Michelin stars don’t 
stop at the city limits with 
Beaujolais being home to sev¬ 
eral Michelin star restaurants 
of their own. Expect to enjoy 
long lunches and suppers on 
your visit to the area. 

There are lots of options

make sure you call in 
advance, most wineries 
work on an appointment 
basis only.

for where to stay while you 
are visiting wine country. 
For a very authentic experi¬ 
ence look to stay in one of 
the Chambres D’Hotes (bed 
and breakfast) that are at¬ 
tached to many of the win¬ 
eries in the area. There is 
something to be said about 
waking up surrounded by 
vines. Beaujolais is access¬ 
ible by Train, Plane and Car 
via Lyon, but you will need 
a car to get around the win¬ 
eries. 

While the region is cur¬ 
rently overlooked by tour¬ 
ists it’s only a matter of 
time before wine lovers 
catch on to the great wines 
being produced in the re¬ 
gion, especially at the bar¬ 
gain prices they are cur¬ 
rently being offered.

Tribute to No. 4- Habs 
legend honoured with 
15-minute ceremony 
before game vs. Canucks 


The Bell Centre crowd stood 
and cheered for several min¬ 
utes Tuesday night after a 
moving tribute to legendary 
captain Jean Beliveau ahead 
of the Montreal Canadiens 
game against the Vancouver 
Canucks. 

A 15-minute pre-game 
ceremony in honour of Beli¬ 
veau, one of the team’s iconic 


players and personalities who 
died last week at 83, caused 
his widow Elise Couture Beli¬ 
veau to alternately weep, pray 
and thrust out her arms in 
thanks to the crowd. 

The scoreboard screen was 
focused through the ovation 
on her, standing at her seat 
beside her daughter Helene 
and granddaughters Magalie 
and Mylene. 

A chronology of his life and 
hockey career in pictures was 
shown on the screen, and an¬ 
other video tribute was shown 
after players from both teams 
went onto the ice and lined up 
inside the blue-lines.

Tomas Plekanec scored the 
winner late in the third 
period to lead the Montreal 
Canadiens to a 3-1 victory 
over the visiting Vancouver 
Canucks on Tuesday. 


Then a long moment of si¬ 
lence was followed by an even 
longer ovation for Beliveau, 
who won 10 Stanley Cups and 
served 10 years as captain of 
the Canadiens in a 20-year ca¬ 
reer from 1950 to 1971.

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Newton fractures 
back In car crash 


NFL Panthers 
quarterback’s status for 
Sunday uncertain after 
being hospitalized 


Panthers quarterback Cam 
Newton suffered fractures to 
his lower back in a two-car 
crash Tuesday and will spend 
the night in the hospital, a 
team spokesman said Tuesday. 

Newton was in fair condi¬ 
tion, had no other internal in¬ 
juries and would not need sur- 
geiy, team spokesman Charlie 
Dayton said during a news 
conference outside a Charlotte 
hospital. It was unclear if New¬ 
ton would be able to practise 
or play Sunday against the Buc¬ 
caneers, Dayton said. 

“Right now we have 
thought about Cam’s well-be¬ 
ing and we understand there 
was someone else in the other 
car who was injured,” Day- 
ton said. “We just hope that

they’re all OK.” 

He was expected to be re¬ 
leased from the hospital on 
Wednesday after undergoing 
tests. 

Television footage showed 
Newton on a stretcher being 
placed in an ambulance after 
the crash. Photos from The 
Charlotte Observer showed 
the 25-year-old smiling as an 


officer attended to him on the 
ground. 

A black pickup truck that 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg police 
spokesman Robert Tufano said 
Newton was driving was over¬ 
turned on the roadway with 
debris scattered all over the 
street. The roof was caved in 
and a tow truck later was haul¬ 
ing it away. Another car that 
appeared to be involved in the 
crash had front end damage. 

Police were investigat¬ 
ing how the crash happened 
on a bridge that crosses busy 
1-277 in the shadow of Bank of 
America Stadium, where the 
Panthers play. Dayton said he 
believes Newton was on his 
way to the stadium but wasn’t 
certain. 

The two-time Pro Bowler 
has 2,800 yards passing this 
season with 16 touchdowns 
and 11 interceptions. He also 
has rushed for 425 yards and 
three touchdowns to lead the 
Panthers to a 4-8-1 record.

Nobody in the automotive 
world works a niche better 
than Subaru. Stuff all-wheel 
drive and a boxer engine into 
any vehicle and presto! You’ve 
got yourself a Subaru, and a 
small but dedicated group of 
customers who gladly partake. 

But living in a niche can 
wear on you. So Subaru did 
the only sensible thing when it 
came time to overhaul the Leg¬ 
acy sedan for 2015. It angled 
it more toward the sweet spot 
of the midsize sedan market, 
where huge crowds of buyers 
shop. The result is a great mid¬ 
size sedan that looks and feels 
like more like the new Camiy 
than the previous Legacy. 

In fact, a Legacy 2.5i mod¬ 
el was just named AJAC’s 
Best New Family Car Under 
$30,000, a categoiy that includ¬ 
ed the new Toyota Camry and 
the new Chiysler 200. Those 
two were the match of Legacy 


in pretty much every category, 
except safety. Some of Legacy’s 
high safety score was achieved 
by the optional Eyesight pack¬ 
age, which includes adaptive 
cruise control and pre-collision 
braking and throttle control. 

Subaru was known for not 
sweating the interior decor 
and features as much as their 
powertrain and AWD systems, 
but the Legacy’s new cabin 
matches anything in its class. 
The new interface with a 6.2- 
inch touchscreen is not too 
complicated, and includes 
knobs and buttons for major 
functions. The (finally) up-to- 
date audio system offers sat¬ 


ellite radio, auxiliaiy input, 
steering-wheel controls, and 
Bluetooth for smartphones 
and streaming audio. Nice. 

The cabin is also roomy — 
front and back — and offers 
a level of quiet not previously 
associated with Subaru. Liquid- 
filled engine mounts, an acous¬ 
tic windshield, lots of sound 
insulation, and a more aerody¬ 
namic body shape all contrib¬ 
ute to the increased serenity. 

That body shape is a bit 
generic to these eyes, and not 
one that will stand out in a 
parking lot. All part of that 
plan to blend in more, I guess. 

The 175-hp engine and CVT 


offer up no surprises, just civil¬ 
ized propulsion entirely in 
keeping with the expectations 
of this mainstream segment. 
In combination with the new 
electric steering, which is pre¬ 
cise but feels somewhat dis¬ 
connected from the road, you 
have a laid-back but sorted-out 
driving experience that should 
appeal to easygoing drivers 
and their families. 

The Legacy is much closer 
to its rivals than ever before, 
which is good for Subaru and 
lots of buyers, but maybe just a 
tiny bit sad for those of us who 
don’t want diversification and 
quirkiness to disappear.

Just as your body needs fluids 
to stay healthy, so does your 
car. Gasoline may seem to be 
the most important one, but 
there are some that are just 
as vital to the car’s health, 
and others that can help with 
your safety. 

“Make sure when you’re 
getting your car prepped for 
winter that you’ve topped up 
your fluids,” says Kevin Mc¬ 
Namara, category business 
manager of automotive flu¬ 
ids for Canadian Tire. “Even 
when it’s cold outside, your 
engine can overheat if fluids 
aren’t moving through it.” 

Oil is vital to your car’s 
health, since it lubricates the 
moving parts inside the en¬ 
gine and also helps dissipate 


some of the excess heat it cre¬ 
ates. Without oil, an engine 
could be irreparably damaged 
in less than a minute. 

The oil should be changed 
and the oil filter replaced at 


the intervals recommended 
by the auto manufacturer. 

In between changes, it’s 
a good idea to occasionally 
check the oil level, especially 
on an older car. Top it up if 


necessary, but don’t overfill 
it, since too much oil can also 
be harmful. 

Synthetic oil is a good 
(if initially more expensive) 
choice, not just because it 


lasts longer and needs to be 
changed less often, but also 
because its microscopic par¬ 
ticles are more uniform and 
can do a better job of lubrica¬ 
tion than conventional oil. 

Engine coolant is com¬ 
monly known as anti-freeze 
because its freezing point 
is well below that of plain 
water. It absorbs heat from 
the engine and then flows 
into the radiator, where it is 
cooled and sent back out to 
the engine in a continuous 
loop. 

This fluid should be 
checked at least twice a year 
with a coolant tester to be 
sure it’s still able to with¬ 
stand cold temperatures. A 
technician can do this for 
you, but if you do it yourself, 
check it only from the cool¬ 
ant reservoir, never by open¬ 
ing the radiator cap. 

You should always carry 
a spare jug of washer fluid 
and keep the reservoir filled, 
especially if you do a lot of 
highway driving, where it can 
be dangerous to pull over and 
fill it. You can go through it 
quickly when other vehicles 
splash salt up from the road. 


Fluid facts 


• If your locks freeze, 
use lock de-icer; never 
warm water. Always 
keep the de-icer bottle 
with you, not stored in 
the glovebox. 


• A car's “curb weight” 
is the weight of the 
vehicle plus all of its 
fluids, including a full 
tank of fuel. 


• Other fluids your car 
may contain include 
transmission oil, power 
steering fluid, differen¬ 
tial oil, brake fluid, and 
battery electrolyte. 


which quickly dries to an 
opaque crust. All washer fluid 
will clean away the grime, 
but look for all-season or win¬ 
ter-specific options. 

“Use fluid with a temper¬ 
ature rating for your prov¬ 
ince,” McNamara says. “If you 
use summer fluid, it could 
freeze in the reservoir and 
potentially damage it.”

Common Issues 


Some owners have reported 
faster-than-expected wear of 
consumable parts, like tires and 
brakes, so make sure they are in 
good condition. 

Other owners have reported 
issues with premature wear of 
CV-joint boots, which keep nasty 
road stuff out of the joint. Ask a 
mechanic to check the boots. 

Less-than-ideal durability 
from interior and exterior finish¬ 


es is also noted. Interior plastics 
are said to scratch easily, so if the 
cabin looks more beat up than its 
age warrants, mention it during 
your price negotiations. 

In 2009 models, some owners 
reported heavy oil consumption 
by the 2.4-litre engine, which is 
said to be caused by a block and/ 
or piston-ring defect. Some deal¬ 
ers have replaced piston rings 
and even engine blocks as a solu¬ 
tion, under warranty. Although 
this issue wasn’t rampant, any¬ 
one considering a 2009 Matrix 
with the larger engine should 
check with a mechanic first. Or 
opt for a 2010 or newer model, 
which doesn’t seem to suffer 
from the problem. 

On cars with the manual 
transmission, any occasional 
difficulty shifting into reverse 
is likely caused by the design of 
the transmission. Many owners 
simply accept it, and solve it by 
shifting to another gear and then 
hying reverse again. 

Confirm proper operation 
of all window switches, as some 
owners say they become sticky 
and seize over time. Other nit- 
picky gripes include interior 
squeaks and rattles, and a reduc¬ 
tion in air conditioner perform¬ 
ance that can usually be fixed by 
cleaning out the condenser. 


O Owners rave 
about the on¬ 
board space, 
sporty looks, 
good fuel mileage and 
overall blend of perform¬ 
ance, efficiency and utility. 
The words “perfect size” 
come up fairly frequently 
in owner reviews. 


O Common gripes 
include larger- 
than-expected 
blind spots, 

fussy iPod integration, and 
not quite enough power 
for hilly terrain, especially 
with the automatic.

© Look for a 1.8-L, 
130-hp four-cylin¬ 
der on most mod¬ 
els, with a 2.4-L, 
160-hp unit available on 
higher-end units. All-wheel 
drive was available, as were 
manual and automatic 
transmissions.
